John C. Keefe, former city e n ­ 
gineer of Annapolis, Maryland, 
will arrive in Palm Springs Fri­ 
day to take over his duties of 
director of public works, City 
Manager Russell Rink announced 
today. 
Keefe left Annapolis shortly 
after his resignation became ef­ 
fective May 5, enroute here. 
Prior to his appointment as 
city engineer of Annapolis in 
1951. Keefe served as city engin­ 
eer of Northhampton, M assachu­ 
setts for 10 years, except for four 
years service with the Army E n ­ 
gineers with the rank of major. 
BEFORE ENTERING the m uni­ 
cipal engineering field, Keefe 
worked for the Army Engineers 
and several private construction 
firms including the Tela Rail­ 
road company in Honduras. Cen­ 
tral America. While serving An­ 
napolis, the 42-year-old engineer 
established a public works de­ 
partment, and administered a 
$2,500,000 bond issue expansion 
of sewage and water facilities. 
Keefe's wife and three children 
will join him here next August. 
Harold H. Moore, city engineer 
for the past two years, will serve 
as Keefe’s assistant in the public 
works department.

Believe Crime Commission 
Report Over-Emphasized 


Capt. Orest Johnson, acting po­ 
lice chief, and City Manager 
Russell Rink today answered the 
sensationalized California Crime 
Commission report, both saying 
In effect: 
“We are prepared,” and imply­ 
ing that it w as strictly over-om- 
phasized. 
The report charged that the 
Village is becoming a favorite 
hangout for “nationally-known 
hoodlums," and listed 12 men as 
"undesirables." 
THE PALM SPRINGS Police do 
partment is aw are that three of 
the men listed in the report are 
residents and property owners 
here." Capt. Johnson said. 
"But concerning the others, we 
haven’t heard of them in the 
past, and they apparently have­ 
n’t been here for any length of 
time,” he continued. 


Capt. Johnson joined Rink in 
pointing out that the city has an 
ex-convict registration law which 
requires anyone convicted of a 
felony to register with the police 
department if they rem ain here 
for more than 24 hours. Anyone 
who fails to do so is subject 
to arrest. 
"WE HAVE ENFORCED this 
law at all times," Capt. Johnson 
said. “Not against anyone m en­ 
tioned in the report though, as 
it doesn’t apply to those men 
who wo know are here.” 
Rink termed the law “the city’s 
greeting to undesirables.’ ” 
General reaction around the 
city was that the men listed were 
here as "residents only,” enjoy­ 
ing the famed Palm Springs cii 
mate as do m any other thous­ 
ands of residents and visitors.

That the new chief will be an 
out-of-state m an is as far as 
Rink would go in identifying his 
choice to succeed popular August 
Kettmann who resigned Febru­ 
ary 1. 
"HE'S THE MOST highly quali­ 
fied of the more than 60 candi­ 
dates for the position," the city 
m anager said. “I onlv wish that 
I could have released his name 
immediately to counteract the 
publicity we received in the state 
crime report.” 
“Villagers will he pleasantly 
surprised when they learn of the 
choice," Rink commented. The 
man selected did not come here 
for an interview— Rink went to 
interview him and also city of- 
I ficials where he is located. . 
At that time, the city m anager 
j said he promised to withhold 
the official announcem ent until 
Monday bccaus'p of clrcumstan- 
: i-es there. 
THE NEW POLICE CHIEF, V he. 
will take office here July 1. is 
presently serving as chief where 
j he is located, and received the 
! highest recommendations from 
| everyone contacted bv Rink. 
The m atter of replacing Kett- 
mann has been one of the most 
controversial issues ever faced 
by Rink in his four years as city 
; manager. 
Considerable pressure has been 
brought to bear upon the city 
m anager by Villagers who w ant­ 
ed a m em ber of the local depart­ 
ment nam ed as police chief. 
FIVE MEMBERS of the force 
applied for the position, with two 
of these included in the five ap ­ 
plicants selected to take the 
civil service-type examination. 
FJven as late as the last coun­ 
cil meeting, several Villagers 
questioned the advisability of 
appointing an outside m an to 
the position, with council answ er­ 
ing that Rink had been given 
absolute authority in the selec- 
Under city m anager type of 
government.' the city m anager 
has the authority to employ or 
fire any department head. Be­ 
cause of the controversy in this 
matter, though, council had tak ­ 
en it under consideration. 
Capt. Orest Johnson has been 
acting chief in the interim period.

IN THEIR PETITION to the directors of the Chamber of 
Commerce for a change of managers, the Hotel Owners associa­ 
tion bases its proposal on the assumption that nothing progres­ 
sive has been accomplished under the present management — 
and that the promotional fund has been dissipated without ap­ 
parent results. Such criticism is unfair and unwise. The Chamber 
has made progress in the past few years and has many accom­ 
plishments to its credit. It is presumptions indeed for the hotel 
men to say that the advertising and publicity program has been 
without restt If. The 1 totel association would receive more con­ 
sideration by other groups if it would acknowledge what has been 
accomplished. Destructive criticism seldom pays off. If the hotel 
men have a plan which they believe would get better results they 
should come right out and say, so — and their ideas would be 
more receptive. 
W hat the Hotel association has in mind is more concentration 
upon the promotion program and a more promotion-minded 
Chamber manager, if we understand their position correctlv. 
There is no doubt merit in this proposal but it should be based 
upon constructive thinking rather than criticism. Any new method 
of operating the Chamber should he carefully worked out in ad-

v#nce. Merely changing managers could do more harm than good 
Since Palm Springs is exclusively a resort community: promo­ 
tion of its attraction and advantages to the vacationist and winter 
resident is oi prime importance. Most of the business interests 
and property owners agree on this — although there are some 
who object to any promotion. About five years ago the voters 
authorized (by a two-thirds majority) the City Council to appro 
priate more funds fot promotion purposes and the (.'its has been 
spending about $40.000 a year for this purpose. The Chamber 
ot Commerce — through its various committees — set op this 
promotion program including advertising, publicity, folders, maps, 
convention burean, and visitors’ bureau. Tin- entire program must 
be approved by the Chambers fifteen directors and expenditures 
passed upon by the cits attorney. The Chamber manager directs 
the carrying out 
Chamber funds. of this program. 11 is salary is all paid out

It is the opinion of the hotel group that the Chamber manager 
should he an expert in community promotion and spend most of 
his time on this work. This is probably a constructive idea although 
one which would require a number of changes in the present me 
thod of operating the Chamber. It might also require a some­ 
what larger budget. Such a change should have the whole-heart­ 
ed support of all business and professional groups in addition to the 
Motel association to provide the desired results. There seems little 
doubt that Palm Springs could profit through the services of a 
good promotional man. If he is also to be manager of the Cham­ 
ber other services of the organization — of which there are many 
— might have to be left in less experienced hands. Such an ar­ 
rangement was tried several years ago and failed, but that doesn’t 
mean it would again. 
* 
The only alternative would be to set up a separate promotion 
bureau as a department of the city government as some other 
lilies have done. This would be costly and too much of the avail 
aide funds would be spent on overhead. It is more effective to 
have the Chamber of Commerce set up and serv ice the promotion 
campaign, although this method gives many people the erroneous 
ider that the City is supporting the Chamber. If understood by 
all the people, this plan would have unanimous approval. It must 
be taken into consideration if any change is made in the promo­ 
tion program. 
We believe hat the Hotel Owners association should agree 
upon a definite plan and that a committee of the group should 
meet and explain it to the directors of the- Chamber of Commerce 
for their consideration \11 are seeking the same objective. The 
method used is the onlv question at issue. If the hotel men can 
convince us tli.i1 tliev have a better plan, let’s try it.
